Qutermaost Nozzle Distance

The distance of the outermost nozzles on the boom must not exceed 3/4 the length of the wingspan or rotor.

Maximum Wind Speed

This cloud can move in unpre-
dictable directions due to the light variable winds that are common during inversions. Temperature inversions are characterized by tem-
peratures that increase with altitude and are common on nights with limited cloud cover and light to no wind. Inversions begin to form
as the sun sets and often continue into the morning. Their presence can be indicated by ground fog; however, if fog is not present, the
movement of smoke from a ground source or an aircraft smoke generator can also identify inversions.
